IiMt«17 it was felt that a y>mpilatioH of 
such of these lists as had been -prepared by public* or nonseclarian 
agencies would he ust* fill to educational officers ami in the end would 
contribute toward the cstuhlishu.cnt of more delqute standards for 
collegiate work. Accordingly. a bulletin containing his informs* 
lion was prepared by Dr. S. !\ Cu|»en. at that tiniest he bureaus 
specialist* in higher education.** It was issued as a bulletin of tluv- 
Hureap of Education under the title “Accredited Higher* InsHtu- 
tions." The information contained in the bulletin has proved so 
•useful to college ollicers. State departments of education'. and the p»n- 
cral public that the Bureau of Kdueation has received mum<rous' 
it* pie^ts for its revision. I Imve therefore asked Dr. George F. Zook, 
the present socialist in ^i^her education, to prepare such a revision, 
and it is transmitted herewith for publication as a bulletin of the. 
Bureau of Education under the same title. “Accredited Higher In- 
stitutions.**

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ACCREDITED HIGHER INSTITUTIONS. 


The impression prevails that there exists some authoritative classi- 
fication of higher institutions, a classification which has behind it 
the sanction of the Government. 

There is no comprehensive classification of collegiate institu- 
tions by any national governmental agency. 

Lists of accredited or approved institutions of higher learning 
appear to be necessary for various purposes, however, and in default 
of action by the Government those groups of educational officials 
who need them have been forced to make their own. State depart- 
ments of education, State universities, educational foundations, vol- 
untary associations, and certain of the larger universities which 
maintain graduate schools, as well as church boards of education 
and other denominational bodies, have for some years gradually 
been elaborating lists of institutions whose standards they are will- 
ing, as the result of special information, to approve., l’robably the 
extent to which this process has .been carried on has not been gener- 
ally known. The facts have seemed to the Bureau of Education to 
be worth recording, both because of .their hearing on an important 
phase of higher education in the United States and for the assistance 
of educational officers who deal with the questions of advanced 
credits. * \ 

Accordingly, in 1JM7 the Bureau of Education issued a bulletin 
entitled “ Accredited Higher Institutions,”! which' contained the 
standards used by various nonsectarian agencies, such as State de- 
partments of education, State uni versi ties, educational foundations, 
and voluntary educational associations. To these standards were/ 
added the lists of the institutions approved by the several accredits 
ing agencies... So useful have these lists proved and so rapid has 
been the advance of the standardizing movement during the past 
10 years, that it has seemed wise to revise, the former bulletin. The 
same general plan has been followed as in the first bulletin, except 
that the standards and lists of institutions of a number o^ the church 
boards of education have been added. 




ACCREDITED HIGHER INSTITUTIONS* 
PURPOSES AN1) PROCEDURE OF ACCREDITING AGENCIES. 


The lists represent four types of procedure in classification. State 
universities are generally under the necessity of defining tlif terms 
on which students coining from other collegiate institutions (as 
a rule from institutions in the same State) will be received. Some 
State universities accredit colleges from which undergraduate stu- 
dents- will be accepted on transfer, some accredit colleges whose 
T graduates will be admitted to the graduate school as candidates for 
advanced degrees, and some accredit colleges on both bases. Their 
sources of information regarding accredited institutions are vari- 
ous. More or less definite knoprlecTg| of the standards of colleges 
injthe home State is commonly possessed by State university officials 
as the result of visits to these institutions and of past experience 
with students who have been transferred from them. Where a State- 
university accredits institutions in other States, it is customary to 
rely on the ratings given by the State universities of those States 
or by some trustworthy nonofficial body. 

The lists of institutions accredited by State departments of edu- 
cation contain chiefly the names of universities, colleges, and normal 
schools whose graduates are eligible to receive certain kinds of 
'Heachers’ certificates without examination. Generally, departments 
of ediffiation accredit only institutions in their, own States. Some 
of them have developed more or less adequate machinery for in- 
specting these institutions. Some depend largely on reports and 
desultory information. Where the attempt i.s made to coyer a wider 
territory than a single State, reliance is usually placed on the action 
of the accrediting bodies in whose bailiwick the institutions in 
question are located. There are certain exceptions to this method 
notably, for example, the practice of the New York State depart- 
ment of education, which conducts-a painstaking inquiry into the 
standards of all institutions wherever situated that apply for rating. 
(The last printed list offinstitutions recognized by the' New York 
department of education is not published here for the reason that it 
is under Careful revision.) 

The lists prepared by voluntary associations, like the North Cen- 
tral Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools and the Asso- 
ciation of American Universities and by the Carnegie Foundation 
for the Advancement of Teaching, represent an e'ffort to define. 

and to elevate higher educational standards over wide areas. They 

are not designed primarily to determine questions of credits or eligi- 
bility for official credentials;- although this may be a secondary ob- 
ject. Their preparation is based on a detailed study of the standards 
- and resources of the institutions concerned. 


INTRODUCTION. 
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DIVISION ‘OF THE BULLETIN. 


The bulletin is divided into four parts. Part I contains lists of- 
institutions accredited by State universities; At the head of each 
list the purpose for which the institutions included in it are accifdV 
ited and the basis of approval are clearly stated. In those cases 
.where State universities have no formal lists of accredited institu- 
tions, but, in judging the eligibility for advanced rating of candi- 
dates from other colleges, apply definite standards to the institutions 
from which candidates come, tn^e standards are quoted. If a State 
institution has no regular formal procedure with reference to stu- 
dents coming from other colleges, that fact is also stated. 

Part II contains lists of institutions accredited by State depart- 
ments of education. Each list is headed by an outline of the pur- 
pose and basis for accrediting adopted by the department in question. 

Part III contains lists of recognized or approved institutions 
prepared by the influential voluntary organizations of secondary 
and higher institutions referred to above and bv' the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of Teaching. Kot all the volun- 
tary ass6ciations known to have adopted some sort of academic 
standards to test eligibility for recognition or for membership are 
included in this group, but only those whose sphere of operations is 
sectional (in the sense of covering several States) or national. 

Part IV contains lists of accredited and classified colleges prepared 
bv a number of the churchy-bug rds of education which have been 
active in this field of work. In most instances {hese lists have been 
prepared with as great care as has been exercised by other standard- 
izing agencies. 

A secondary purpose of the bulletin is to show the extent to which 
junior colleges have been established in various parts of the country 
and recognized by accrediting agencies. As typical of the relation- 
ship existing between junior colleges -and State universities, the 
plan of affiliation adopted by the* University of Missouri may be 
cited. * ' * 

COMMENT. 


An examination of the lists as a whole leads to certain generaliza- 
tions in regard to the present status of collegiate classification or 
standardization. These might be summarized as follows: (1) A 
large number of agencies are now attempting, for urgent official 
reasons, to pass on the standing of higher institutions. (2) A great 
variety of standards is applied. The criteria imposed by some of 
the classifying organizations" constitute real tests of collegiate re- 
sources’ Thejreader of the bulletin can in most cases tell from the 
summarized statements at the beginning of the lists which may he

classifying agencies, ™ the other fmnd, is very vague.- The pereon 
, w . ho has >nt»nate knowledge of many colleges'mav believe that a few 
of the lists have been framed partly by guesswork. (3) Such stand- 
ardization or classification as has been attempted is for various pur- 
poses. (4) There is a tendency for a local standardizing agency (and 
most are local) to. include by courtesy in its lists of recognized insti- 
tutions all colleges in its district. (5.) There is no practical con- 
sensus of opinion as to whnt- constitutes that much-tnlked-of'entitv 
the standard college. • 

During the past year or two v however, certain steps have been 
taken in the direction of unifying the standards to be used by the 
various accrediting agencies. A committee, appointed by the Amer- 
ican ( ouricil on hducation, has formulated certain principles and 
standards for four-year colleges and universities, which have been 
transmitted to the several accredifing agencies anti adopted in whole 
or m part by a number of them. The committee now has in prepara- 
tion statements of principles and standards for accrediting junior 
colleges and teacher-training institutions, which will likewise be sub- 
mitted to the accrediting agencies for their possible adoption. It 
seems fair to assume, therefore, that as. time goes on we shall ap- 
proach a little nearer uniformity in the standards for accrediting 
higher institutions. 

It is hoped that the. material in this bulletin will help to give point 
to future considerations of this Important subject, jjy showing at 
least what is the present practice 1 of the principal standardizing 
bodies. - lyis realized that, numerous as the lists are, some classifying 
organizations may. have lieen omitted from the bulletin aside from 
the local associations and universities ort private foundations, which 
were omitted by design. 

It should be emphasized that the colleges and universities 
listed in this bulletin are not accredited or approved by the 
Bureau of Education. Inclusion in this\>ulletin does not imply . 
governmental Recognition. The Bureau of Education makes no 
attempt to rate or to standardize the collegiate institutions. of 
the country. \ ,

The University of Arizona Is the jonly institution of collegiate 
grade in the State. It has adopted no standards for accrediting the 
"work of institutions outside the State. The credentials of students 
coming from other institutions ar$ considered individually. To 
graduates of the six-year course in the State normal schools at Flag 
staff and at Tempe, the university gives a maxim ufn credit of 55 units. 

ARKANSAS. 

The University of Arkansas 1ms adopted no standards for institu- 
tions of higher education. The j^sident of the university, however* 
participated in the conference of representatives of the State board 
of education and the college presidents of the State, held May 5, 
11)20, which agreed upon standards for Arkansas, higher institu- 
tions. The collfcges in the* State which have been approved as meet- 
ing or approaching' fairly closely these standards are accredited 
by the university.

JUNIOR COLLEGES. 


44 In 1907 the legislature of the State of California passed an act 
permitting high schools to offer the first two years of college work 
in addition to the regular four-year high-school course. ‘Since the 
enactment of this legislation junior colleges have been established in 
different parts of the State, in each case, up to the present time, in 
connection with some high school. 

“ An act of the legislature of 1921 somewhat changes the legal 
aspects of the junior college situation. The general purpose of the 
net is to establish junior colleges on a more stable foundation, 
financially and otherwise, and to make possible affiliations between 
the junior colleges and the University of California/ The act out- 
lines in detail the organization -of junior college districts, the elec- 
tion l»f iunior college boards, the method of recording the attendance 
6f students, the plan of bonding districts for building, equipment, 
etc., the organization of junior colleges in connection with teachers’ 
colleges, and the authorization^for affiliation between the junior col- 
leges and the university. This legislation requires (by implication 
at least) that the junior college be adequately housed in a building 
other than the high school. It requires that the assessed valuation 
of. tTie district be at least $10,000,000 (previously $3,000,000), that 
during the preceding school year there be in attendance upon tho 
high schools of the district at least an average daily attendance of 
400; also that after tlj^ second year the junior college lapses when 
the average daily attendance is 75 or less. • ' 
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' “The junior college is authorized to maintain not nwre than two. 
years of work, admitting graduates of any high school in California, 
graduates of other high schools, and such other candidates over 18 
years of age as may be recommended for. admission by the principal 
of the junior college. Instruction designed to prepare for higher 
institutions of learning tliay bo offered. Courses designed to pre- 
pare persons for agricultural, industrial, commercial.' homemaking, 
and other vocations, also such other courses as may l>e necessary 
to provide for the civic and liberal education of the citizens of the 
community may also be offered, 

M The law provides that the governing board of any' junior college, 
or of the junior college department of any high school or. of any. 
teachers’ college, may enter -into an arrangement of-afliliation wit h 
the University of California to provide that the counts in such 
junior college whose purpose is to prepare for ml vanced 'university 
standing shall be visited, inspected, and accredited by said university, 
and that the qualifications of teachers in such courses shall be as 
recommended by said university. Such arrangement of affiliation 
may include such other matters as may lie mutually advantageous 
and ns n^av be approved by the State board of education. 1 

“As a result of the act of 1021, some of the' junior colleges in op- 
eration at the present time may be discontinued.. In the cities where - 
junior colleges havelteen maintained in connection with high schools 
and where teachers’ colIeges.are located, by consent of the governing 
boards of such junior colleges the junior college instruction will be 
offered by the teachers’ college. This plan is now in operation in 
San Diego, Santa Barbara, Fresno, San Jose, Chico. and Areata.”

“This university is not to be understood as having dictated stand- 
ards to. other educational institutions of l^uiisiana. . However, the 
curricula of other colleges and universities in this State have been 
very carefully -evaluated with reference to the requirements for ad- 
mission to the several institutions, the scope and content of the 
course offered in college or university, and the standing of professors 
or instructors in charge of the college courses. Accordingly, ex- 
tending through several years, the bases of classification set by tlte 
Louisiana State University have, generally sjieakwig, l»eei4 adopted 
by the several State, higher institutions. Several church colleges 
'have also signified their willingness to conform to the classification 
made by the Louisiana State University. * * * Tulane Univer- 
sity in New Orleans is of the same rank as the Louisiana State Uni- 
versity, and its work is credited hour for hour by the Louisiana State 
University. The Sophie Newcomb Memorial College is included in

The university has adopted the following standards for accredit- 
ing junior colleges: 

* 1. Tlie requirements for admission to tlie work of the college must l>e the 
equivalent of those of the college of arts ami science. in tbe University of 
Missouri. Fifteen units, tbe equivalent of a four years' high school course, 
are required for entrance to the college of arts ami science. Three units in 
English, one unit in mathematics, and two units, in one foreign lungiiage are 
fixed requirements, with exceptjon that graduates of secondary schoolsjfully ac- 
credited by the University of Missouri are admitted without reference to these 
fixed requirements. The remaining nine units muy be selected from u sug- 
gested list. 

2. If a preparatory school is maintained in connection with the college, its 
work must be approved by the University of M’ssouri. % 

3. The course of study in the college must be two years in length aud 
the college year 36. weeks. 

4. For graduation from the college, the student must complete satisfac- 

torily CO hours of work, which must he the equivalent of that required in the 
first two years in the college of arts and science In the University of Mis- 
souri. The specific requirements are as follows: («) Six hours of English; 
(6). five hours of. history; (c) ten’ hours of one foreign language ; three 
hours of mathematics or logic; ( e ) five hohrs of physical scence (chemistry, 
physics, astronomy, geology and geography) ; (f) five hours of biological science 
(botany, zoology.) * 

These requirements may be waived on the following conditions: If the stu- 
dent presents three units for entrance In the requirement (b) or (rf), or two 
units In the requirement (c) or (/), he will be excused from that requirement. 
If the student presents three units for entrance In one foreign language, he will 
be excused from five hours of- the requirement' (c), and if the student fs pre- 
pared to enter the second* course in a foreign language, he may fulfill the re- 
quirement by taking, in addition to this second, course, five flours of another 
foreign language. Sueh exemptions do not excuse the student *from the require- 
ment of a total of 60 hours fot graduation . * .

Standards for accrediting higher institutions adopted by the inter- 
collegiate standing committee. ' 

The intercollegiate standing committee was organized under the 
authority of the Iowa State Board of Education, which has control 
of the throve State higher institutions^- the State University of Iowa, 
Iowa State College of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts,, and Iowa 
State Teachers College. Representatives from these institutions 
compose. -the membership of the committee. 

.1/ Faculty and teaching' schedule .— The minimum scholastic preparation 
for touchers of academic subjects should be the completion of a standard four- 
yea r collegiate currlctilmn and grudiiate work equivalent to that required for„ 
a master’s degree in a standard graduate school. A more extended preparation 
than that indicated h.v a innatcr*s -degree is desirable.

A college should demand for ^fraulimt ioti the completioii of a minimum 
quantitative requirement of 180 semester* hours of credit tor tlie equivuieat in 
term hours, quarter hours, points, majors, or courses-!. with further scholastic 
qualitative .requirements adapted hy eaeh inslilnlion u> its conditions. 

8. The size of the faculty should hear a definite relation to the type of insti- 
tution, the number of students, and the number of courses offered. Kor a col- 
lege of approximately loo students in a single curriculum the faculty should 
consist of at least eight bends of departments devoting full time to college work. 
With the growth of the student body jlie numlier of full-time teaehers siiouhl 
be correspondingly ineren'sedr The development of varied curricula* should 
involve the addition jif further heads of de|>art meats. 

The Induing of the members of the faculty of professorial rank should in- 
clude at least two years of studyjii their resport ive lields of teaching hi a 
nnogidzed graduate school, or a corresponding 'professional or techuien I 'train- 
ing. It is desirable .that die training of the head of a dcfmrtmeitt should he 
equivalent to that required for a doctor’s degree, or should ^‘present a cor- 
responding pmfessioital or teclmieal training. A college should he Judged in 
large part l»y the ratio wbi«*h*tJ^numli«;r of persons of professorial rank boars 
to the^ total number of the tenchihg stafT.* • 

Teaching schedules exceeding Id hours per week per instructor or classes 
(exclusive of lectures! 'of quire than 80 students should he interpreted as en- 
dangering education a! efficiency. - 

4. The minimum annual operating income for an ncemlited college should 
he $r»0,000, of which not leas than $2.~.<M)0 should he derived from, stable 
sources.' other than students, preferably from permanent endowments. In- 
crease In faculty, student body, and scope of Instruction slionhl lie accom- 
panied by increase in endowment. The financial status of each college should 
bqjmlged in relation to Its edncittioiud program.* 

M, The matcrlnl equipment and upkeep of n college. Its buildings, lauds, 
laboratories, apparatus, und libraries, should also be judged by iludr. oflicletiey 
In relation to Its educational pnogrtyn, 

A college should have a' live, we|l distributed, professionally administered 
library of at least 8,(KK) volumes, exclusive of public documents, lien ring speolti- 
cally upon tlie subjects taught, mid with a de'flhlte u annul appropriation for the

The standard American college Is. a college with a fmtr-.fenr curriculum with 
^ a tendency to differentiate its parts in such a way that the first ’two years are 
‘a continuation of, and n supplement to, the work of secondary instruction 
na given In the' high school, while the Inst two years are shaped more or less 
distinctly in the direction of special, professional, or university instruction. 

The following constitute the standards for accrediting colleges for the present 
year (1922): ’. * r- 

1. Tiie minimum scholastic requirement of all college teachers shall be 
equivalent .to graduation from a college belonging to this association, and 
graduate work equal at least to that required for n master’s degree.

0. The number of hours of work given by each teacher will vary in the 
different departments: To determine this, the amount of preparation reqnlr$1 
for the class and the time needed for study to kpep abreast of the subject, 
together with the number of students, must he taken into account; bpt in no 
case shall more than 18 hours per week be required, 15 being* recommended 
as a maximum. 

10. The college must be able to prepare its graduates to enter recognized 
graduate schools *aa candidates for advanced ' degrees.

A semester hour Is defined. qs one period of classroom work in lecture 
or recitation extending through not less than 50 minutes net or their equivalent 
per week for a period of 18 weeks, two iioriods of laboratory work being counted 
as the equivalent of one hour of lecture or recitation.

. 2. Requirement* for qraduatinn .— Sixty hours beyond ^he requirement for 
full- freshman rank shnll be required for graduation. NtMlogree whatever shjdl 
In any cso* hg granted for less than this course. The length of the college 
year, exclusive of vacations, shall tie at'Wst 34 weeks, and wherever possible 
36 weeks. The recitation or lecture period shall be. not less than 30 minute* 
lu length. Modern educational standards require alt college work shall be 
done In residence. 

In accordance with the Discipline, paragraph 454, section C, we recommend 
that -adequate provision be mode In all our colleges for tbe teaching of the 
English Bible and the fundamentals of the Christian faith. Such courses 
should not replace but should rather be based upon tbe more general courses of 
other departments. In the* equipment provided, tbe ability and.tralnlng of tbe 
teachers employed, and the quality of tbe work demanded, the courses should 
be fully on s par wltb other college courses. Where separate chairs can not 
be established. It. Is recommended that such work be offered by other depart- 
ments to which it may be appropriate. 

3. Standards of endotrtmni and equipment,— The minimum requirements for 
the recognition of colleges also Include a faculty of not less than six teachen 
(six departments) giving time exclusively to college, as distinguished from 
preparatory or professional .school work; not less Chat* 50 students regularly 
enrolled In the four college classes; and a minimum endowment of $200,000* 
productive fnuds over and above annuities and debts. # 

That In addition to tuition and other acndemlc fees a minimum annual hr 
come of $25,000 be required.

3. Laboratory equipment in science worth $5,000, so distributed as to estab* 
lish efficient working laboratories for chemistry, physics, and biology, 

4. Financial requirement i, — A permanent productive endowment of $200,* 
000 , above indebtedness and exclusive of annuities and money invested la 
dormitories and other college buildings; or a permanent productive endowment 
ol $100,000 and an assured annual income for the payment of the academic fac* 

* ulty of $10,000, including income from said endowment and exclusive of liter* 
ary tuUiou and after the interest on all debts of tho college has been paid. 

Colleges of Class B. 

To be classed as a B class college an institution must meet, in addition to the 
entrance requirements named above, the following conditions:

1. Exclusive of teachers of art, music, or expression, a faculty of not less 
than seven competent teachers, six of whom have at least a bachelor’s degree 
from institutions not lower in rank than B grade colleges. « 

2 * A library of 1,500 bound volumes selected with reference to college uses 
and exclusive of Government publications. Not less than $100 must be spent 
anuually for the purchase of books. 

3. A laboratory equipment worth at least $1,000 for each college science 
offered. 

4. The academy or preparatory department to be a standard secondary school. 

requiring for graduation at least 15 units. 

5. In the two college years the institution is to do the work nsually done In the 
freshman and sophomore years of the standard college a&d should conform 
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as nearly as possible. Its course of study to the requirements for the freshman 
and sophomore years of the college with wli*ch it is most closely affiliated, 

6. The junior college shall not confer any bachelor's degree.

PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH IN THE UNITED STATES. 


The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States, meeting in St. Louis, Mo., May, 1921, adopted the standards 
of the Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools of the .Southern 
States in effect at that time. 1 Following are the standards: 

1. Entrance requirement a. — Beginning with the scholastic year 1921-22 the 
entrance requirements shall be the completion of a four-year course of not less 
than 15 units in an officially accredited sciiodl or its equivalent us shown by 
examinations. ... 

. 2. Requirements for graduation. — The completion of college work Amounting 
to at least fifteen BO-minute class periods per week through 4 sessions of 54 
weeks each, excluding holidays, but including the examination periods. 

8. Number of degrees.-?- The conferring of a multiplicity of degrees is dis- 
couraged. Small Institutions should confine themselves to' one or two. When 
more than one baccalaureate degree Is offered, all should be equal in require- . 
ments for admission and for graduation. Institutions of limited resources * 
should confine themselves to undergraduate work. 

4. Number of college departments. — The college shall maintain at least eight 
separate departments of liberal arts and science and at least one. professor 
devoting his whole time to each department! 

5. Training of faculty . — Members of the teaching staff in regular charge of 
classes should have had at least one year of graduate study in a university 
having a fully organized graduate school, and the beads of departments should 
have had training equivalent to that presupposed for the degree of doctor of 
philosophy. In all cases, Efficiency in teaching as well as the amount of re- 
search should lie taken into account, 

6. Sotarie *.—' The average salary paid to members of the faculty Is an Im- 

portant consideration In determining the standing of an institution. It is 
recommended that the salary of full professors be npt less than $2,500 for 
1921-22, and by 192R-24 not less than $8,000, ,

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7. Number of classroom hours for teachers.— Fifteen hours of -tescfflng a 
week shall be the maximum for teachers— two laboratory hours to be counted 
as one recitation, hour. 

8. A amber of students in classes.—' The number of students in a recitation or 
laboratory section should be limited to 30. A smaller number is desirable. 

i>. Support. Every .college should have an annual income qt not leas than 
$50,0' *0, and if not tax-supported, mi endowment of not loss than $500,000. 

10. Library. The library spall contain* exclusive of periodicals and public 
documents, at least 10,000 volumes bearing* specifically upon the subjects taught, 
and shall liaffe an adequute annual appropriation for permanent additions. 

11. Laboratories- The laboratory equipment shall l>e adequate for all ex- 
periments tailed for by tbe course offered in the sciences, mid tliese facilities 
shall be kept up by means of un adequate anuual appropriation. 

1-* Separation of college*^ and preparatory schools.— The college may not* 
maintain q preparatory school ns pnrt'of its college organisation. In case 
such a school is maintained under the college* charter it must be kept rigidly 
distinct and wpayate from the college in students, faculty, and buildings. 

13. Vrottortion of regular college stbdenls to the * t chote student body.— At 

least J5 l«*r cent of the students In a college should be pursuing courses lend- 
ing to baccalaureate degrees in arts and sciepce. The classification of students, J 
whether regular, special, or otherwise, must be printed in the catalogue. " 

14. General statement concerning material equipment.— The location ami 
constriction the buildings, the lighting, heating, and ventilation of the 
rooms, the nature of the. laboratories, corridors, closets, water supply, school 
furniture, apparatus, and ^lltgds of cleaning shall be such aa to In su re 
hygienic conditions for both students and teachers. 

1*. General statement concerning curriculum and spirit of administration 
The character of the curriculum, the efficiency of instruction, the scientific 
sj)irit, the standard for regular degrees, the conservatism in granting hon- 
orary degrees, and the tone of the institution shall also be factors in deter- 
mining Its standing. ( 

16. Standing in the educational world.— The Institution -must be able to pre- 
Rare Its students to enter recognized graduate schools as candidates for ad- 
vanced degrees. In evidence statistics of the records of the graduates of 
the 'college in graduate or professional schools shall be filed with tbe Com- 
mission on Institutions of Higher .Education on demand. 

17. Professional and technical departments'— When an institution baa, In 
addition to the college of liberal arts, professional or technical departments, the ' 
college of liberal arts shall not be accepted for. the approved Hat of the asso- 
ciation unless the professional or technical departments are of approved 
grade, national standards being 'used when available. 

The work of standardizing the institutions under the control of 
the Presbyterian Church in the United Stated in accordance *with 
the above requirements was not complete at the time of the publica- 
tion of this bulletin, and 1I0 list of acceptable institutions was there- 
fore available. *

7. The laboratory apparatus shall be sufficient to develop and illustrate all 
courses offered in the physical, chemical, and biological departments and shall 
be not less than $5,000 In value. 

8. The college shall possess a productive endowment of not less than $200,000. 
or an assured income of not lees than $10,000, exclusive of tuition fees.

TO NATION.IL, REGIONAL, AND STATE AGENCIES ENGAdib IN 

DEFINING AND ACCREDITING COLLEGES. 

* » 

A conference on methods of standardizing and accrediting colleges 
was held, in Washington, May A and 7, 1021, under the joint auspices 
of lIu^Amer.can Council on Education and the National Conference 
l onnnittee on Standards of C ol leges and Secondary Schools. The 
conference received and adopted the report of a special committee on 
pul icy hs follows: 


K The committee recoinmeuds that this conference approve the formulation 
of common statements of sttimlim.ls of higher yduciitinim! institutions of the 
whole country— -colleges, technological institutions, Junior colleges, and institu- 
tions primarily' for the training of teachprs, for the following reasons: 

(fl) To remedy the existing diversity yf 'standards and statements among 
standardizing agencies, and the confusion arising therefrom. 

(6) To supply the luck of such statements In certain sections of the country, 
fc) To aid associates and institutions now competed to deal with students 
from all parts of the United. States, and also State4lepnrtments of education 
deuling with the certification of ’teachers. / 

2 . rt recommends that the council request the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion to publish at once a full statement of the present standards of the chief 
accrediting agencies now actlvp, and a tabulation of the institutions accredited 
by these agencies. 

3 . It recommends that the council transmit from this conference to these 
agencies suggested unified statements of standards for various types of insti- 
tutions, for discussion and report as to the possibility of the adoption of such 
statements, by these agencies within the next two years, such unified state- 
ments to be drafted by a committee to be appointed by the council, from the chief 
accrediting agencies. 

4 . It recommends that the con{uence approve the unification of the present 
lists by the same committee as soon as these various agencies can be brought 
Into accord in the matter of common statements of minimum standards. 

5 . It recommends that the council serve as the coordinating agency for further 
. conference, for formulation and for dissemination of definite 'common standards, 

and for promoting the unification here approved. 

Pursuant to the. recommendations contained in the report .of the 
special committee on policy, the American Council on Education 
appointed a committee to prepare unified statements of standards 
for various types of institutions and in its behalf to transmit 
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statements to the principal accrediting agencies. The committee 
submits herewith its first report under the title : 

PRINCIPLES AND STANDARDS FOR ACCREDITING COLLEGES. 


The term " collie ’* as used below is understood to designate all institutions 
of higher education which grant non professional bachelor’s degrees. The 
committee recommends to the various regional and national standardizing 
agencies as constituting minimum requirements the following principles and 
standards which should he observed in accrediting colleges: 

1. A college should demand for admission the satisfactory completion of a 

four*year course In a secondary school approved by ir recognized accrediting 
agency or the equivalent of such a course. The major portion of the seepudnry 
school course accepted for admission should be defluitely correlated w^Ii the 
curriculum to which the student is admitted. * 

2. A college should require for graduation the completion of a minimum 
quantitative requirement of 120 semester hours of credit (or the equivalent 
in term hours, quarter hours.' points, majors, or courses), with further scho- 
lastic qualitative requirements adapted by such institution to its conditions. 

3. The sizfof the faculty **k*ntid hear a definite relation to the. type *»f insti- 

tution. the number of studeiW^and the number of courses offered. For a 
college of approximately 100 students in n single curriculum the faculty should 
consist of at least eight heads of departments devoting full time to college 
work. With the growth of the student body the number of full-time teachers 
should be correspondingly increased. The development of varied curricula 
should involve the addition of further beads of departments. t 

The training of the members of the faculty of professorial rank should include 
at least two years of study In* their reflective fields of teaching in a recognized 
graduate school. It Is desirable that the training of the bead of n depnrrtnont 
should he equivalent to that required for the doctor’s degree, or should repre- 
sent a corresponding professional or technical training. A college should 1 * 
judged in large part hy the ratio which the number of persons of professorial 
rank with* sound training, scholarly achievement, and successful expedience ns 
teachers bears to the total number of the teaching. staff. 

Teaching schedules exceeding 16 hours per week' per Instructor or classes 
(exclusive of lecfllres) of more than 30 students should be Interpreted as endan- 
gering educational efficiency. * } , 

4. The minimum annual operating income, fo&an accredited college, exclusive 
of payment of interest, annuities, etc., should be $50,000, of which not less than 
$2&000 should he derived from stable sources, other than students, preferably 
from permanent endowments. Increase of; faculty, student body, and scope of 
Instruction should be accompanied by increase in Income from endowment. The 
financial status of each college should be judged in relation to Its/educational 
program. 

5. The material equipment and upkeep of a college, including its buildings, 

lands, laboratories, apparatus, and libraries, and tbetr efficient operation Id 
relation to Its educational progress, should also he considered when judging an 
Institution. { 

A college should have a live, well-d istrlbti ted, professionally administered 
library of at least 8,000 volumes, exclusive of pubic documents, bearing specifi- 
cally upon the subjects taught and with a definite annual appropriation fortbe 
purchase of new books. 

6. A college should not maintain a preparatory school as part of Its college 
organisation. If sjuch a school la * maintained under the college charter, 
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It should be kept rigidly distinct n ml separate from the college in students, 
faculty, buildings. and discipline. * 

T. In determining the standing of a college* emphasis should be placed upo* 
the character of the' curriculum, the cdiciency of instruction, the standard for 
regular degrees, the conservatism in granting honorary degrees, the tone of • 
the Institution, and its success stimulating and preparing students to do 

satisfactory work in recognized graduate, professional "or research Inatltu- 
tions. «

u|H>n hy mi agent or agents regularly appointed by the accrediting organization
